SHOOTING-STARS. 


.-The sbooting-stors are . stall bodies, 
weighing ‘at. mosta few pounds, andcon- 
sisting. mainly .of iron and cagbon. They 
traverse space in swirme, and also revelye 
around the gan in Jong, elliptical courses 

. like the oumeta., .Whiu .theae little bodies 
ealer the earth's orbit, they oro. deflected, 
townrda the earth, and. rant numbers are 
+ seen iu a singlenight. Theic, brightness is 
due..to the: heat engerdered-by the energy 
of their’ motion. . ‘Cheir speed ia enormous, 
viz,, 424 kilometres o svoond, while the 
epeed of the earth.on ity orbit is only 25 
kilometres a'sccond, forward. Consequent- 
Yy when a shower uf them. opprosohes the 
carth iv the dircotion wpposite to its course 
the inital speed is 72 kilometres u scooud ; 
shen they: fellow on ita course, they gain 
164 kilometrea 2 acauid on it, their moan 
rate of approach boing 30 to 4U kilometres a 
second. ‘The friction engenders a.tempera~ 
tare of 3,000 dege. Celsius, subject to: which 
thoy burst into tame. If under these con- 
Gitivos their substance, ix mot vupourised, 
they pasa through and beyond the upper 
atrita of our atmosphere, and pursue their 
proper course around the sun; but as a tule 
they ere vapourised, in. which caso tho va- 
pour mingles with tho atmosphere, to fall 
ater os meteoric dust. In this manner, we 
come in contact annually with 146 milliarda 
of shooting-stats which add considerably to 
the oarth’s substance; 


Eyery year shovting-stars presont the 
most interesting spectacle on tho night of 
August 10, and frequently also on the two 
following nights, If the night ie olear aud 
the observation is not diaturbed by the 
moonlight, one may count hundreds and even 
thonsanda of falling stars during these three 
nights, all coming from apparently the same 

uarter of the heavens, tho constellation of 
Perseus. Tha fact that the efrth takea 
three days to pasa through the shower of 
shocting-stara aifords 0 measure of the enor- 
mous ‘spice they occupy, the moro so that 
thoy oross our orbit at right angles to the 
earth's courae. Their orbit is a long ove, 
and’ corresponda with that af the great 
comet of 1862 which reaches a distance of 
7,104,000,000 kilometres from the su, ap~ 
prosching it at intervuly of L21 years, This 
Tmmonse orbit appears to be full of shouting~ 
atare.; Another date equally interesting tor 
the obscrvation uf shooting-sturs is Novem~ 
ber 14. On thia date they are even tore 
numerous than on August 10. At intervale 
of thirty-threa years they fall on this date 
ag thick as snowilakes, Two huudred and 
forty thousand aro estimated to have fallen 
on November 14, 1983; the.phenomena re- 
pented itrelf in 1866, and we look forward 
to its recurrence in 1899, The Novemher 
algoting-stara appear Lo come ont of the 
conitellation Leo. ‘Tho course of this group 
corresponde to that of the comet of 1866, 
near the orbit of Uranus, ata distanoy of 
2'840 kilometres from the sun, which it ap- 
proaches every thirty-three yeors, In tho 
yoar 126 a.p, this comet under the intluence 
of the attraction of Uranus wus deflected 
trom ite original course, and made a mem- 
‘der of the solar system. 

Tho two dates above-mentionéd aro not, 
hovwover, the only ones on which shooting. 
atars in considerable numbers may be 
observed: —.Among others, November 27 
niay be mentioned, for ou this day iv 1672, 
and sgain in.1896, at lonst a hundred thou- 
said shooting-alars .were observed, In 
Romo, where { was on the latter dute, the 
phenomenon excited grout interest, and 
aren the Popo was ovidently not wholly 
unmoved; for somo days later, when 1 
hnd the honour “of ‘being recoived by hie 
Holiness, -his. fitet words wero: ‘Did you 
sco the ;goldon shower of Danii?’ Lhe

Both 
comets wero visiblo on their raturn in 
1852, bat they wero palo and faded and 
moro than two million hilomotres apart. 
Tt was the-Jast sight; from that dato the 
Bela comet bas nover boon soca again, It 
is vanished, anvibilated, burst ap intu 
shooting-stara. - Woro this not so, it must 
haya bisected tho earth’s orbit on No- 
vember 27, 1872, and actually have come 
into contact with it. {n its stead there 
appeared unexpectedly the ubove-mention- 
ed ehower of stars, and the conclusion was” 
that these small bodies were the remains 
of the Bela comet, a conclasion unques- 
tiouably confirmed by the observations of 
Novambor 27, 1885. a 


This, then, is ono of 
clusiods of science: Shootiay.stars ara the 
fragments of 'shivorad comets, \ Comets, in 
fuck are comparatively short-li 
fow of them persisting beyond 5 
wand years, end the smaller on 
touch less period ‘oaly, while the daration 
ofa plaiet ke our earth extends to mil- 
Hous of years, The great comets which 
frightened our ancestors would doubtless 
be found to have lost ‘muok of thelr 
brillianoy if wo could seq and identify 
them’s for during their courso around the 
mii'they contionally throw off vapocr and 
frogicents, and eré-thas constantly subject 
to dimiaution.—Camite Flammarion, in 
the’ Deutsche Revue.’
